Plant. 

It is well known that when a plant 
grows in shady places it is likely to 
have a greater leaf area than when 
it grows in the open sunshine. It 
must have a larger surface to col- 
lect the light when the latter is com- 
paratively dim. Now most of the 
goldenrods live in the open fields, 
having rather narrow leave-: but the 
exquisite elm-leaved goldenrod lives 
in woods and copses, where the shad- 
ows are thick and direct sunshine is 
a fleeting thing. And so wc find that 
this species has the broad, thin leaves 
of a shade-plant, leaves with well-de- 
veloped stems, but otherwise io sim- 
ilar to those of the elm-tree as to give 
this goldenrod its distinctive name.

lishman who rents his house must pot 
up with a score of worries and incon- 
v, nil nees w hich his American cousin 
know s nothing about. 

The American householder, says 
the New York World.if anything joes 
wrong, ni.-rely semis for his landlord. 
In London the landlord sends for the 
tc-nant and require i him to insure the 
property in the bargain. 

It is usually impossible for a Lon- 
doner to estimate with any aceurac/ 
what a house will cost to rent. Tht ac- 
tual rental paid to the owner of the 
house is but a small part of the ex- 
pense. A house which will rent fer 
$2,000 in New Vork can usually be 
secured, in Lonelon for about $300 a 
jear. 

This rent is neit paid to the owner 
of the land, but ta some ground land- 
lord, who in turn rents it from an- 
other lessee, and so on. Tht property 
is frequently removed a dozen timeg 
in this way from the original owner. 
It is practically impossible to buy land 
in London. 

The land speculator, or boomer, in 
London rarely buys any land. He 
merely rents it for a long period, say 
of years, and builds upon it. Then 
e ach house is sublet to individual te n- 
ants for longperiods. 

These latest landlords have as- 
sumed all responsibilities, and on re- 
letting their houses the responsibili- 
ties descend upon the tenant. In the 
first place, it is only possible to lease 
the house for a period of seven. 14 or 
21 years. It is. be sieies, impossible to 
give it up, no matter what may hap- 
pen, until the lease has expired. The 
tenant has the privilege, however, of 
subletting the house if he is lucky 
enough to find a tenant.

Most London houses 
have no system of heating whatever 
beyond the open grates in the rooms. 
These must be kept in order, of course, 
by the tenant. 

English houses are. moreover, serv- 
ant-killers. In New Yorkit would be 
impossible to get servants to pnt up 
with such inconveniences at any price.

French Alps. 

A curious phenomenon was ob- 
served at the village of Le Ghazil, in 
the French Alps, recently. One day 
toward evening the inhabitants were 
disturbed by a loud rumbling in the 
vicinity of Mont Farand, which in- 
creased in intensity.
